HOLYOKE -— Fault has been found 
with the former management of the 
Holyoke Soldiers Home and the state 
Secretary of Veterans Affairs has re- 
signed as a result of an independent re- 
port conducted by the Baker-Polito ad- 
ministration. 

In a news conference on Wednes- 
day afternoon, Gov. Charlie Baker an- 
nounced that an independent firm found 
that the Soldiers Home administration, 
led by former Superintendent Bennett 
Walsh, failed to properly handle a coro- 
navirus outbreak that led to many veter- 
ans in the home getting infected, with 76 
deaths resulting. 

Once Walsh was removed and Bak- 
er placed new interim leadership at the 
home, things began to improve and there 
are currently no residents or staff of the 
Soldiers Home with COVID-19. 

The report, written by Boston Attor- 
ney Mark Pearlstein, was 174 pages long 
and included more than 100 interviews 
with witnesses from staff to family mem- 
bers of veterans. 

In the summary, Pearlstein states that 
in addition to the 76 veterans who died 
from the coronavirus, 84 more veterans

veterans living at the facility have died, and a recent report places the blame on the previous administration.

were infected and more than 80 staff 
members also tested positive. 

The report places the blame of the 
outbreak on Walsh and his staff. 

“Superintendent Bennett Walsh and 
his clinical and administrative teams 
failed in their mission, or that the Com- 
monwealth’s oversight of the Home was 
insufficient,’ the report states. “However, 
our analysis of the Home’s preparations 
for response to COVID-19 in light of 
existing public health recommendations 
has identified substantial errors and fail- 


ures by the Home’s leadership that likely 
contributed to the death toll during the 
outbreak. 

“Indeed, some of the critical deci- 
sions made by Mr. Walsh and his lead- 
ership team during the final two weeks 
of March were utterly baffling from an 
infection-control perspective, and were 
inconsistent with the Home’s mission to 
treat 1ts veterans with honor and dignity. 

The report also found fault with the 
oversight, which included the Massachu- 
setts Department of Veterans Services. 


Veterans Services Secretary Francisco 
Urena was asked to resign Tuesday night 
prior to the report being made public. 
He gave his resignation, which Baker an- 
nounced he had accepted Wednesday. 

When the outbreak occurred, Walsh 
was placed on administrative leave and 
the Board of Ditrectors at the home 
sought to have Walsh removed perma- 
nently. But Walsh cited a lack of due 
process since he could not have a proper 
hearing during the pandemic. A judge 
granted an injunction. 

The report stated that Walsh was not 
qualified to run the home in the first 
place. 

Among the faults the report found, 
two locked dementia units were used and 
veterans were placed in those units with 
varying COVID-19 statuses. There was a 
failure to properly isolate those that had 
COVID-19, delays in closing common 
spaces, and delays in testing when veter- 
ans were showing symptoms of the virus. 

Baker plans to have further discus- 
sion about the Soldiers Home and how 
to address the situation on a permanent 
basis. There is also a petition circulating 
in the region seeking for the Baker-Polito 
administration to make major improve- 
ments to the facilities at the Soldiers 
Home.

SOLitude Lake Management, the 
contractor hired by the West Brookfield 
Board of Health to apply the herbicide 
and algaecide, has requested that the use 
of the lake’s water be restricted as follows 
so as to not interfere with the treatment 
application and to allow the chemicals to 
reach maximum effectiveness: 

Swimming, fishing and boating, one 
day — July 15 


Livestock watering for two days, July 
15 and 16 

Direct Drinking for four days — July 
15, 16, 17 and 18 

Irrigation for six days-July 15, 16, 17, 
18, 19 and 20 

Members of the LWPA will notify 
boaters and swimmers by placing signs on 
streets leading to the lake and by placing 
red flag buoys on the lake. As part of their 
education program, they will also send a 
reminder to residents through the local 
cable access channel before the applica- 
tion begins.

Haston Library reopened July 7 


NORTH BROOKFIELD — The 
Haston Free Public Library is now 
able to reopen on a limited basis, be- 
ginning Tuesday, July 7, at 10 a.m., 
due to the partially relaxed COVID-19 
guidelines. Some restrictions remain as 
noted. 

The library will be open to the pub- 
lic for reduced hours on Monday, from 
4 to 7 p.m., Tuesday, from 10 a.m. to 
1 p.m., Wednesday, from 4 to 7 p.m., 
Thursday, from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m., and 
Saturdays from 9 a.m. to noon. 

Only 10 patrons, in addition to 
staff, will be allowed to enter the build- 
ing. Patrons may stay in the building 
up to 30 minutes, although that may be 
extended if no one 1s waiting to enter. 
Patrons must check in at the circula- 
tion desk upon entering, and patrons 
and staff must wear facemasks. The li- 


brary will provide patrons with a mask 
if they do not have one with them. 

Patrons must use hand sanitizer 
upon entering and observe social dis- 
tancing of six feet from other patrons 
and staff. 

All books should be returned to the 
book drop outside. They will be quar- 
antined for 72 hours before circulating 
again. 

Two computers will be available: 
one on the first floor and one on the 
lower level. Patrons may use the com- 
puters for up to 30 minutes. All pho- 
tocopying and faxing will be done by 
library staff. All programming is post- 
poned unless it is possible to maintain 
social distancing. 

Staff will still offer curbside service 
to anyone who prefers not to enter the 
library building.

The magical

had regarding the mask scenario we are 

all going through. When I was growing 
up there were only two people that wore a 
mask; the Lone Ranger and Zorro. Some 
others did ware bandanas but they were the 
ones that would rob stage coaches and hold 
up the local town bank. Then TV brought 
on a couple of medical programs, Ben Casey 
and Dr. Kildare, both wore medical masks. 

The next mask concept I remember came 
out of the Far East showing some citizens of 
large cities like Hong Kong or Tokyo wearing 
masks due to air pollution. And here we are 
now, with people worldwide wearing masks 
to help prevent the spread of a virus and its 
deadly effect. 

As inconvenient as it is to don the mask I 
have gleamed some positive and interesting 
results from the process. The first thing that 
comes to mind is the ingenuity and imagina- 
tion used in making masks.

How- 
ever, even before the mask era began I have 
been told by a very close, reliable, and trust- 
worthy source that I “hear but do not listen.” 
I guess therefore that corrective action needs 
to be taken on both sides of the masked com- 
munication. For the speaker; talk directly to 
your listener, use a little higher volume with 
crisper enunciation (can’t discount our Bos- 
ton accent). The listener needs to pay better 
attention/listen to what is being said. 

The video segment I find the most interest- 
ing. Because the mask covers the mouth/nose 
area all that is left to look at are the persons’ 
eyes. When speaking with another “masked” 
person you literally/figuratively are seeing eye 
to eye with them. One of the first things that 
really struck me was actually seeing the color 
of the other person’s eyes. There are so many 
amazing eye colors out there that we have 
just not taken the time or cognizant effort to 
recognize. The multiple shades of blue run 
from a deep night blue to a sparkling blue 
radiance. There are brown eyes that cover 
the spectrum of polished chestnut, a smooth 
swede/leather to an almost ebony black. And 
then the other rainbow of colors includes 
misty greens, grays, hazel; an unrelenting ar- 
ray of colors that we have never really taken 
the time to see before. 

Continuing with the video portion, it has 
been said that the “eyes are the window to 
the soul.”

for some advice and I have the 
perfect column waiting in the 
archives. I have written on this 
subject before and will probably 
be moved to write about it again 
sometime in the future. Here 1s 
it is and it’s worth a chuckle. 

Rabbits have chomped on the 
chard, crunched on the carrots 
and bitten the beets, the brocco- 
li and beans. Despite what I said in articles 
past, they have even mowed the marigolds... 
down to nothing. Yes, that one bunny of 
two summers ago, somehow, as rabbits 
would, had amazingly turned into four by 
early summer, last season. Then, as if a 
miracle happened in my own yard, all but 
one disappeared. We went into the winter 
watching a lone rabbit, grazing at dusk and 
dawn on the clover in the back yard. Ah, 
how pretty. 

Fast forward to this spring. At last count, 
we have six rabbits in all areas of the land- 
scape. We play a game on the back porch 
only to be interrupted by the kids shouting: 
“Look, a bunny!” Over and over again. We 
go out the front door and spook one in the 
flower garden. They taunt me as I hang the 
laundry. Not even the sprinkler sends them 
running anymore! As my husband jokingly 
offers up all sorts of ways to disperse them, 
I think about the tactics that have worked in 
the past. 

Back at the old house I never had a prob- 
lem with rabbits in my garden until after the 
dog died. It would be safe to assume that 
“the marking of his territory” had some- 
thing to do with keeping the bunnies at bay. 
Outside of dog urine, there are lots of other 
deterrents out there that folks swear by. One 
is dried blood. The smell signals danger. To 
be effective it must be reapplied each week 
as well as after it rains. You can either sprin- 
kle a narrow band around the perimeter of 
the border or place containers of it in the 
garden. Dried blood is a nitrogen fertilizer 
and is available at most garden centers. It 
will burn sensitive plants if applied directly 
on top of them, so sprinkle it a few inches 
away from the base. Along the same line 
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whip up in your blender. One con- 
sists of garlic, hot peppers and 
marigold (Ha!) leaves; maybe this 
combination would work better 
than the other tactics already tried. 
Again, these would need to be re- 
plenished periodically. 

A less attractive but better op- 
tion to control rabbits would be to 
install a wire fence. It should be at 
least three feet tall and dug into the ground 
four inches or more. Be sure that the fence 1s 
fine enough so that the rabbit’s head won't 
fit through the holes as the unfortunate rab- 
bit that is able to fit his head may think that 
the rest of his body will follow suit. When 
it doesn’t, panic ensues and the result 1s not 
something I would want anyone to find in 
his or her garden a day later. Just ask my 
husband. 

Rabbits will eat almost anything ex- 
cept for prickly plants, hairy plants and 
strong-smelling/tasting plants. For prickly 
plants think globe thistle (echinops ritro); 
blue globes bloom in early July. Sea holly 
(eryngium maritimum) is another similar 
plant. As far as hairy plants go, rudbeckias 
would top the list. Black-eyed susan (R. hir- 
ta) is one of the most common members of 
this genus. Two of my favorite cultivars are 
the extra-large flowered “Indian summer” 
and the lime green disked “Irish eyes”- both 
untouched in my garden. Strong-smelling/ 
tasting plants include bee balm (monarda 
didyma), catmint (nepeta racemosa), yar- 
row (achillea millefolium) and garlic and 
onions among others. In fact I read of 
one gardener having great success keeping 
rabbits away from her flowering plants by 
planting a living fence of garlic in between 
them. This summer, when it came time to 
clip the scapes off of my garlic plants, I col- 
lected the stems and dispersed them in and 
amongst the broccoli. It worked for a time 
being, probably as long as the scapes held 
their stink. 

The best solution for us would be a fence 
or two. Until then, if you hear “Go!” and

EASTHAMPTON — While some 
leagues are looking to start up play in 
Phase 3, one league will not be anymore. 

The Quabbin Valley Over-30 Baseball 
League announced over the weekend 
that despite being scheduled to begin an 
eight-week season on July 12, the league 
was closing for at least the 2020 season. 

The league has historically had six 
teams made up of 14-player rosters. The 
league recently changed its rules to allow 
players who are 28 and over, with the ca- 
veat that you must over 30 to pitch 1n the 
league. 

There is a portion of the league’s 
players that 45 or older, and that had 
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led some players to decline to play due 
to concerns over the coronavirus pan- 
demic. Other players who opted out of 
the season for various reasons, including 
having pregnant wives, or other personal 
situations that dictated they not play this 
season. 

When those tallies were taken, Quab- 
bin League President Eric Castonguay 
posted on the league website that the 
league was set to begin the season with 
just five of 1ts normal six teams. 

“We were going to have five teams and 
just have each team take a bye week,” 
said Castonguay. 

The league even began opening regis- 
tration back up and collecting league fees 


before it had to shut it back down. 


Castonguay said two more of the

teams informed the league four days 
after registration had re-opened that it 
would not have enough players to field 
teams. Signups were not full enough 
in order to be able to backfill the other 
teams or even make four teams, prompt- 
ing the league to post this message to its 
players and prospective players on Sun- 
day morning. 

“Registration for the Quabbin Valley 
Baseball League is closed until the 2021 
Season. Due to the COVID-19 outbreak, 
the league has been compelled to can- 
cel the 2020 season entirely. We would 
expect and hope that the 2021 season 
would revert to our normal format, with 
at least 6 teams 1n a full season starting at 
the end of April. As to 2020 league fees, 
unless any players wish to have a refund, 





fees will be credited to the 2021 season.” 

Castonguay said the full year off and 
the various concerns with the coronavi- 
rus make it hard to predict how things 
will be next year, and he could not com- 
ment on how the 2021 season will look 
other than to hope the league will return 
with its full complement of teams.

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must be at least 14 feet apart unless 
there is plexiglass or other physical bar- 
riers placed between the equipment. If 
that happens, the equipment need only 
be six feet apart. Equipment affected 
includes weights, machines, treadmills, 
and bikes. 

The face covering rule is modified 
slightly. 

If possible, those working out should 
wear a face mask. However, if the stren- 
uous activity a participant is doing re- 
quires them to take the mask off, they 
must remain 14 feet away from others. 
When wearing a face mask, normal six 
feet social distancing is advised. 

“Circuit training,’ the use of multi- 
ple machines, is discouraged and should 
be limited. Customers should be trying 
to use just one piece of equipment at a 
time. 

For those who are into classes such 
as spinning, yoga, or Zumba, gyms are 
allowed to have them, but are still en- 
couraging classes to be held outdoors 
whenever possible. 

Gyms are only allowed to utilize 40 


percent of its occupancy on record. 
There must be signage and other visu- 
al advisories letting people know how 
equipment should be accessed. 

Lunch and break times should be 
staggered for works to keep too many 
people out of one place. 

All equipment must be sanitized be- 
tween uses. Customers should not re- 
turn equipment like weights to racks or 
containers without sanitizing it. 

If you are working with a personal 
trainer, that trainer has to maintain so- 
cial distancing and minimize close con- 
tact. 

Another big thing gyms must do 1s 
allow 30 minutes between fitness classes 
to allow for thorough cleaning of those 
spaces. 

Like many other businesses. If a gym 
has a worker, customer, or vendor with 
a positive test, the facility should be 
shut down for at least 24 hours for a full 
cleaning and disinfecting. 

Various gyms will have other individ- 
ual rules depending on the space. But 
the basics need to be followed by all in 
order to maintain smooth workouts for 
participants.

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of Health, which urged them to cancel 
it. 

Selectmen announced last week that 
they were canceling the event after the 
BOH allegedly contacted media in 
Worcester and Boston about the event, 
which could have meant thousands of 
people coming to town and creating 
a public safety health problem due to 
COVID-19, they said. The BOH had 
publicly requested the event be canceled 
due to concerns about COVID-19 trans- 
mission. 

The cancellation announcement post- 
ed last Tuesday said the event was only 
intended for North Brookfield residents 
and was only publicized in one place, the 
Citizens for a Better North Brookfield 
Facebook page, and the expectation was 
less than 250 would attend. 

“(There was) Ample space for out- 
door, socially distanced activity that 
presented less of a public health risk to 
the participants than the recent protests 


whose participants walked along a side- 
walk and crowded onto a small church 
parcel or from the concentration of 
unmasked beach goers on a tiny gravel 
beach on Brooks Pond, neither of which 
the Board of Health raised public health 
concerns over,” according to last week’s 
cancelation announcement. It was refer- 
ring to Black Lives Matter protests held 
several weeks ago in North Brookfield. 

The cancelation announcement said 
the BOH allegedly criticized the event 
for “purely political reasons” although 
BOH member Ethan Melad said during 
a June 23 selectmen’s meeting that the 
board was concerned about the safety 
of residents who might catch or spread 
COVID-19 during the event. 

“For overtly hypocritical and purely 
political reasons, the BOH opposed this 
small event 

as a serious public health threat,” 
according to the public announcement. 
“When the Board of Health’s com- 
plaints and pleas to every level of state 
government failed to stop the event, be-

cause the event is permissible under the 
Governor’s current orders and guide- 
lines and falls squarely within the Govy- 
ernor’s political expression exemption, 
the BOH enlisted political operatives to 
contact the news media. By alerting the 
news media from Worcester to Boston, 
the Board of Health alerted thousands 
of 

people to the existence of this event 
and effectively invited thousands of po- 
tential visitors to 

crowd into our small town thereby 
creating a true public health risk and an 
unmanageable public 

safety threat.” 

During a June 23 Board of Selectmen 
meeting, selectmen discussed their plans 
to hold the event, and Melad questioned 
them about the event. 

During that meeting Selectmen 
Chairman Dale R. Kiley, pointed to a 
protest held recently in the town several 
weeks before this meeting. 

“If Black Lives Matter can protest 
down the center of Main Street, on the 


sidewalk, all on top of each other, and 
congregate on a church common, all on 
top of each other, then the people of 
North Brookfield can march separated 
down Main Street onto the Town Com- 
mon,” Kiley said to Melad. 

Melad said he was speaking as a 
BOH member and as a resident of town 
who has children, and advised the board 
to reconsider holding the event. He also 
said they had a responsibility to resi- 
dents. 

The governor’s reopening guidelines 
allow political protests, such as the 
Black Lives Matter marches and gather- 
ings, according to Melad. 

Melad also said it would be a serious 
health risk that could result in more cases 
of COVID-19 in town, which has had 16 
cases. Melad said nationally cases were 
rising again, and that could happen in 
North Brookfield. Kiley disagreed with 
Melad, stating cases were actually going 
down, and “we've had 16 cases through- 
out the entire event,” during the spread 
of COVID-19 to the United States.

The location was resistant to Emer- 
gency Management/Health Director 
Sharon Hart’s initial requests to limit 
self-service and only acted upon them 
when forced to by the state earlier this 
month. 

Cumberland Farms has encountered 
multiple obstacles as it continues to press 
forward during the pandemic. 

Considering its hundreds of locations, 
it is not surprising that there have been 
more than a dozen incidents involving 
Cumberland Farms workers who have 
contracted COVID-19. 

Most recently, on June 17, a Cum- 
berland Farms location in Greenacres, 
Florida was temporarily shut down after 
a team member tested positive for the 
virus. A Meriden, Connecticut franchise 
was closed for several days after an em- 
ployee tested positive. 

The most recent incident in Mas- 
sachusetts occurred on May 22 at the 
Cumberland Farms on Turnpike Road 
in Ipswich. After an employee tested 
positive for COVID-19, the location was 
shuttered and thoroughly cleaned before 
reopening several days later; the same

location had previously decontamina- 
tion for cleaning on May 3 for the same 
reason. 

On May 15, the chain announced that 
an employee at the Cumberland Farms 


on Post Road in Brookfield was ailed 
with the virus. Fortunately, the western 
Massachusetts location has reopened for 
business. 

Several other Massachusetts “Cumb- 
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ies” were also forced to shut down tem- 
porarily over the course of the past three 
months after an employee tested positive 
for COVID-19. 

Those locations include Ashley Blvd. 
in New Bedford on May 12, Mansfield 
Ave. in Norton on May 8, Electric Ave. in 
Fitchburg on April 21, Oak St. in Brock- 
ton on April 19, Main St. in Southbridge 
on April 18 and Broadway in Taunton 
on April 5. 

In an effort to prevent against the 
spread of COVID-19, Cumberland 
Farms has implemented numerous mea- 
sures outside of curbside pickup. The 
chain enhanced its standards and proce- 
dures for cleaning protocols, encouraged 
symptomatic individuals to stay home 
and temporarily discontinued reusable 
cups. 

“We are doing everything we can to 
maintain your trust and provide you 
with a safe environment while continu- 
ing to provide all of the essential ser- 
vices, such as fuel and groceries, that we 
can,’ said George Fournier, President of 
Cumberland Farms’ parent company, 
EG America. “We are committed to re- 
maining open to serve you for as long as 
it 1s safe to do so.”
